DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is responsive to the amendment filed on 2/13/08. Claims 41- 
61 are pending. Claims 59-61 are new. Claim 41 has been amended. Claims 1-40 
have been canceled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 41 , line 8, after "part;", insert --and the core has no fastening hole that 
receives the fastener;-. 

In claim 41 , line 9, after "hole", insert -which is formed on the insulator-. 

Examiner's Statement for Reasons of Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art of record fails to teach or at least make obvious a motor for a washing machine 
having a stator, rotor, annular core, and insulator that holds the core wherein the 
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insulator has a fastening par formed as a unit with the insulator and is formed at an 
inner circumferential surface of the core, wherein the fastening hole is only formed at 
the fastening part and the core has no fastening holes that receives the fastener , and a 
fastener is formed on the insulator , in at least in combination with the claim limitations of 
independent claim 41. 

Also, in accordance with the discussion between Examiner Rita Patel and Yong 
Choi (Applicant's representative) in the Interview filed 5/15/08, amendments were made 
to the claim to further distinguish the relationship between the stator fastening part and 
the stator core, and hereby overcoming the prior art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion
